Enforcement agents with the 
ABC (Alcoholic Beverage 
Control) Board busted an open 
house party last’ weekend in 
Elba that resulted in several 
arrests. 

ABC agents responded to a’ 
residence on Hickman Avenue 
in Elba on suspicion of an.open 
house party with juveniles in 
attendance. According to ABC 
enforcement agent Sgt. Randy 
Eiland, the party reportedly 
began Friday evening, Aug. 10, 
and officers arrived on scene 
shortly after midnight (Saturday, 
Aug. 11). 

Eiland said ABC agents did 
request the Elba Police 
Department to make an appear- 
ance on scene, but the investiga- 
tion belonged strictly to the 
ABC Board. 

Sgt. Eiland said the incident 


involved adult minors (age 18 
but not 21), juveniles, adult par- 
ents and an adult subsequently 


involved though not directly 


with the party. In all, he said he 
expects a total of nine adult 
arrests (those age 18 and above) 
with various charges including 
minors in possession of alcohol, 
minors in consumption of alco- 
hol, obstruction of governmen- 
tal operations and open house 
party arrests. 

In regards to the juveniles 
(those under age 18), Sgt. 
Eiland said petitions’ were 
obtained on a total of 17 juve- 
niles. 

“This is a public safety issue,” 
said Eiland. “People are killed 
in accidents every day, and the 
presence of alcohol increases 
the chances.” 

In regards to last weekend’s 
incident, Sgt. Eiland said par- 
ents were able to pick their chil-

Mayor reviews financial statement 
for first nine months of FY2007

The Elba City Council met 
briefly Monday evening to han- 
dle routine city business. Items 
addressed included reviewing 
the monthly financial statement, 
paying the monthly bills and 
getting brief activity reports 
from the police chief, city clerk 
and the mayor. 


Mayor James. Grimes 


reviewgc. the «financial. state-.. 


ments forthe fitst nine months 
of the fiscal year. He noted that 
the sales tax income was almost 
exactly on budget projections 
but the total income was down, 
largely due to anticipated state 
and federal grants placed in the 
budget had not been forthcom- 
ing. 

Grimes reviewed the depart- 


mental expenditures individual-~ 


ly. Administrative expenses 
were near projections with only 
interest expense exceeding the 
budgeted amount for the entire 
year. Salaries, office supplies, 
landfill fees and insurance were 
also exceeding projections. 
Appropriations to the 
Chamber of Commerce have 
already surpassed the annual 
budgeted amount. The Rescue 
Squad, Human — Resource 
Development and public library 


are slightly over the. nine month 
pro-rata portion of their annual 
budget. 

Both the portion of the city 
sales tax which goes to the 
schools and the alcohol tax are 
running ahead of projections 
made when the annual budget 
was being prepared last year. 
The sales tax is up by about 
$10,000 and the alcohol tax paid 
to the schools is up some 


$6,000...The city had expected 


‘about $50,000 inalcoho!l tax for ~ 


the year and in nine months has 
already transferred $43,265 to 


’ the schools. 


$38,000 was budgeted for the 
fire department in the first nine 
months of the year, but actual 
costs were $49,357. Both fire- 
men fees and supplies have 
almost doubled the budgeted 
amount. Budget writers always 
squirm when preparing budgets 
for a department in which virtu- 
ally all expenses are directly 
related to activity and/or volume 
of work. : 

Police department salaries are 
over budget, and Grimes noted 
this is largely due to overtime 
pay during the ongoing shortage 
of patrol officers. Gasoline cost 
are also up 25% from projected

Vandals left their mark on the 
Old Town and Teel cemeteries 
in rural Coffee County in early 
July as several headstones were 
damaged. 

The vandalism reportedly 
occurred sometime around July 
4th at the cemeteries, which are 
located in a secluded area off 
County Rd. 456 south of the 
Perry’s Store community. 

Upon discovery of the dam- 
age, the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department began an 
investigation, and Chief 
Deputy R.W. Whitworth said 
authorities now believe they 
have identified those responsi- 
ble for the vandalism. 

Whitworth said a group of 
minors are believed to be 
responsible, and some have 
admitted to their involvement. 
He said the sheriff's depart- 
ment is working with the fami- 
lies of those involved to repair 
the damage caused at the Old 
Town and Teel cemeteries. 

At least 25 headstones were 
damaged either by being turned

I would like to personally

I was 
most appreciative of the cover- 
age you gave to the recent 
announcement of the. wonderful 
gift of land that Dr, Lance Dyess 
and his family made to the Zion 
Chapel schools as well as the 
ribbon cutting ceremony for the 
beautiful new multi-purpose 
facility at Zion Chapel. 

My purpose for writing is to 
clarify for your readers why 
Kinston school did not meet 
their Adequate Yearly 
(AYP) goals under the No Child 
Left Behind Act (NCLB). 

During my brief tenure on the 
Coffee County Board © of 
Education I have become well 
acquainted with the require- 
ments imposed on our public 
schools by the federal govern- 
ment through NCLB. While the 
goal of this Act is admirable 
many of the requirements lack 
common sense as is often the 
case’ when the federal govern- 
ment makes mandates in an 
attempt to resolve a problem. 

Kinston School was cited for 
failing to meet the high school 
graduation rate criteria as set 
forth in the NCLB Act, This was 
despite Kinston having the high- 
est graduation rate in our sys- 
tem. Here are the facts regarding 
Kinston’s graduation rate. In the 
class of 2006 under the NCLB 
figures Kinston had a total of 28 
students that should have gradu- 
ated. Of those 28 four did not 
finish high school. One student 
joined the U.S. Marines prior to 
graduation; one obtained a GED 
and went on to attend college; 
one did completely drop out of 


school year, EES Principal 
LaKesha Brackins said Elba 
Elementary also is off to a great 
Start. 

“Our wonderful start to the 
school year can be attributed to 
AYP progress in our reading : and 
math;” said Brackins. 

She said the reading program 
has once again began, and 


everyone is excited about the 
new year. 


: * ewe in 
Brackins. “We are happy to have 
all of them with us for another 
exciting year.” 

Brackins also said one of the 
new staff members is School 
Resource Officer Dean Blair. 

“He is a great addition for our 
sééiirity at both schools, and we 
enjoy having him as a staff 
member,” she said. 

Principal Brackins added that 
DIBELS (Dynamic Idicators 
Basic Early Literacy Success) 
testing will begin next Monday, 
and everyone is looking forward 
to it. 

She also wanted to let all par- 
ents know that PTO Open 
House will be held Monday, 
Aug, 27, at 7 p.m. 

“All parents can visit our 
school and see how their kids 
are doing,” Brackins said. 

Another exciting event that 
will be held at Elba Elementary 
is Grandparent's Day. This will 
be held on September 11.

Take precaution to prevent mosquito-borne diseases 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Health advises the public 
to reduce exposure to mosqui- 
toes. The risk of. encephalitis 
spread by mosquitoes is highest 
from August through the first 
freeze in the fall. Alabamians 
should assume that there are 
mosquitoes in their community 
that are infectious for West Nile, 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis, or 
one of the other viruses that 
cause encephalitis. 

Humans infected with these 
viruses generally have no symp- 
toms. or mild symptoms. 
However, if the virus causes 
encephalitis, an infection of the 
brain, death or permanent injury 
can result. 

_ Between June 26 and July 31, 

the. Alabama Department of 
Public Health received reports 
of three human cases of infec- 
tions with mosquito-borne 
viruses. Two were cases of per- 
sons with West Nile encephali- 
tis, one of whom died. One was 
a’ human case in which West 
Nile virus only caused milder 
symptoms including fever. 
Infected persons tesided in 
Chambers, Marshall and Mobile 
counties. 

In addition, a horse from 
Washington County died from 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis, 
and blood tests revealed horses. 
from Elmore and Escambia 
counties were exposed to the 
EEE virus. Limited testing of 
mosquitoes and dead birds has 
detected one case of West Nile 
virus infection in a raptor from 
Lee County. Two sentinel chick- 
ens each in Baldwin County and 
Mobile County have tested pos- 
itive for EEE. 

“That these cases came from 
widely scattered part of the state 
should alert folks that these 
viruses could easily be in their 
own community,” said Dr. J.P. 
Lofgren, state epidemiologist, 


Children under 15 are at 
increased risk and are more sus- 
ceptible. to encephalitis’ or seri- 
ous infection, as are those over 
age 50.°“If citizens want to 
lower their risk of encephalitis, 
now is the time to start by taking 
personal protective actions,” 
said Dr. Charles Woernle, assis- 
tant state health officer for dis- 
ease control and prevention. “In 


some parts of Alabama mosqui- 


toes “are active throughout the 


year. West Nile virus and EEE 


cases have been reported as. late 
as December and even in 
January. : 

” Lower the risk of infection 
from these viruses by following 
these practical _ strategies: 


PERSONAL . PROTECTION,

* Wear loose-fitting, light-col- 
ored clothes to help prevent 
mosquitoes from reaching the 
skin and to retain less heat, mak- 
ing yourself less “attractive” to 
mosquitoes. Mosquitoes are 
more attracted to dark colors. 
e Whenever possible, wear long 
sleeves and . long pants. 
e Avoid perfumes, colognes, fra- 
grant hair, sprays, lotions and 
soaps, which attract mosquitoes.

* Follow the label instructions 
when. applying repellents. 


Permethrin repellents are only 
for clothes — not for application 
on . the skin.

Prevent your pup 
from chasing deer 


Urban sprawl continues to encroach into what was once wilder- 
ness or agricultural lands. This suburbanization of America has 
increased the frequency of wild animal-human conflict and domes- 
tic pet-wild animal conflict. One of the most common wildlife-pet 
conflicts in Alabama occurs when the family dog becomes a deer 
chaser. Many fawn deaths are attributed to free ranging domestic 
dogs each year 

But we shouldn't judge the dog too harshly, as no animal has a 
more enticing odor to a dog than a deer. Most dogs have a scent 
trailing instinct to begin with. Add to this natural instinct the strong 
odor of the white tail, and you have a temptation many dogs can’t 
resist 

Many neighborhood dogs will “pack up” at night and chase deer. 
Often the owner has not the slightest clue that their dog is a deer 
chaser. Dogs chasing deer can lead to hostilities between pet own- 
ers, bunting clubs and landowners. Dogs that chase and kill deer 
often develop a taste for smaller domestic livestock such as sheep, 
goats, and turkeys as well et 

Just as with most bad habits, prevention 1s easier than a cure. A 
coon hunter relayed to me a method he uses to train pups to avoid 
deer scent. This method can be used on any dog in the backyard. 
An electric fence charger, a length of electric fence wire, a few insu- 
lators and a deer gland is all you need to prevent a pup from devel- 
oping the deer chasing habit. 

If you are not a deer hunter, have a friend ora deer processor save 
the scent glands found on the inside of a deer’s leg near the knee. It 
can be frozen in water for later use. Next, wrap a few coils of elec- 
tric fence or copper wire around the gland and run the wire through 
an insulator back to the fence charger and let the gland hang about 
eye level to the pup. A simpler way would be to get a farmer to let 
you simply attach the wire containing the gland to an already erect- 
ed electric fence. According to my coonhunting fnend, this taming 
should take place between 3 and 5 months of age. 

One the gland is attached to the wire, the pup should be put in the 
general area and you should get out of site so the pup won't associ- 
ate the mild shock with you. The pup will soon get a whiff of the 


pungent odor and ivesugate. When he grabs the gland, he will 
quickly decide it is something be doesn't want.

The Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department released a report 
this week reflecting the amount 
of work being done by mem- 
bers of the department.

Dave Sutton went to work in 
January of this year, and 
according to Chief Deputy 
R.W. Whitworth, the depart- 
ment officials have been very 
busy since taking office.

In a split vote Monday, Aug. 
13; Coffee County 
Commissioners chose not to 
show their support for sending a 
proposed Emergency Services 
Act to Coffee County voters for 
their approval or disapproval. 

Joseph McCollough, presi- 
dent of the Coffee County 
Firefighters Association, made a 
presentation during the regular 
bimonthly Commission meeting 


regarding the proposed 
Emergency Services Act. 
During his remarks, 


McCollough said he was bring- 
ing the issue before the commis- 
sion to ask only for their support 
in getting the legislature to put 
the act on ballot for Coffee 
County voters to decide it’s fate. 

If. approved. by voters, 
McCollough said the proposed 
Emergency Services Act would 
levy a $30/year fire protection 
and emergency medical service 
fee on dwellings and commer- 
cial buildings within the county 
boundaries. He said there would 
be exemptions to the fee includ- 
ing anyone. having. an income 
less that $12,000, any farm 
buildings and any public build-

Each school year, numerous students hop 
on school buses each day in ordér to get to 
and from school, and Elba City Schools 
transportation supervisor Wesley DeVane 
says safety is the number one priority. 

“We stress safety to all of our drivers and 
to all of the kids each year,” said DeVane. 

He said one of the main safety topics is 
Alabama’s School Bus Stop Law, which 
was enacted in October, 2006. 

The law states that “the driver of a vehi- 
cle upon meeting or overtaking from either 
direction any school bus which has stopped 
for the purpose of receiving or discharging 
any school children on a highway, on a 
roadway,.on school property, or upon a pri- 
vate road shall bring the vehicle to a com- 
plete stop before reaching the school bus.” 

“This law is for the safety of all students 
that ride a bus to and from school each 
day,” said DeVane: “Our drivers do take 
down tag numbers of those who illegally 
pass a school bus and pass them on to law 
enforcement officials who will take appro- 
priate action.” 

According to the School Bus Stop Law, 
the first offense is punishable with a $150- 
$300 fine. The second offense will be pun- 
ishable with a $300-$500 fine, 100 hours 
community service, and a 30-day driver 


license suspension, A third offense will be 
punishable with a $500-$1,000 fine, 200 
hours of community service, and a 90-day 
driver license suspension. A fourth offense 
is considered a Class “C” felony and is 
punishable with a $1,000-$3 000 fine and a 
1-year driver license suspension, 

“We ask that everyone pay close atten- 
tion to: buses, especially when children are 
loading or unloading the buses,” said 
DeVane. “Nothing is more important than 


buses.”

Dr. Donald Williamson, state 
health officer, said, “We are 
most concerned with individuals 
living in homes without air con- 
ditioning. We ask the public to 
contact elderly friends and fam- 
ily to make arrangements to 
assist them,”
